A  number  of  agencies,  boards  and 
commissions  have  been  created 
over  the  years  to  help  the 
ministry  meet  its  mandate  ami  to 

ide  more  opportunities  for 
public  comment  on  energy  and 
environmental  policies, 
regulations  and  legislation.  These 
organizations  operate  on  behalf  of 
the  public  and  are  accountable  to 
the  Minister  or  Deputy  Minister. 
Some  of  them  publish  a  separate 
annual  report,  which  can  be 
obtained  through  the  ministry's 
Public  Information  Centre.  A 
brief  description  of  several  of 
these  key  organizations  Follows. 

Advisory  Committee  on 
Environmental  Standards 
The  committee  provides  advice  to 
the  Minister  on  setting  standards 
and  guidelines  for  specific 
environmental  contaminants,  after 
public  consultation  and  a  multi- 
disciplinary  review  that  examines 
relevant  scientific,  legal,  economic 
and  socio-euitural  issues. 

Env  u  Appeai  Board 

The  board  hears  appeals  of 

ons  made  under  provincial 
statutes  such  as  the 
Environmental  Protection  Act,  the 
Ontario  Water  Resources  Act,  the 
Environmental  Bill  of  Rights  and 
the  Pesticides  Act. 

Environmental  Assessment  Board 
The  board  holds  public  hearings 
at  the  government's  request  on 
the  potential  environmental 
impact  of  major  government  and 


designated  private  sector 
developments,  including  proposed 
sewage  systems,  solid  and 
hazardous  waste  disposal  sites, 
waste  management  systems  and 
other  environment-related  projects. 

Ira  Escarpment  Commiss 
The  commission  is  responsible  for 
implementing  the  Niagara 
Escarpment  Planning  and 

lopmeni  Act,  which  is 
designed  to  maintain  the  Niagara 
i  scarpment  and  surrounding  area 
as  a  continuous  natural 
environment  and  to  ensure  that 
all  new  development  in  the 
Escarpment  area  is  compatible 
with  provincial  goals  of 
environmental  protection  and 

rvation. 

iRio  1  nergy  Board 
The  board  regulates  Ontario's 
natural  gas  industry  by  selling 
rates  after  annual  public  hearings. 
It  also  authorizes  new  pipelines 
and  approves  new  franchise 
agreements  within  the  industry.  At 
the  Minister's  request,  the  board 
also  conducts  a  review  and  makes 
recommendations  on  Ontario 
Hydro's  proposed  electricity  rate 
increases  each  year. 

Ontario  Round  Table  on 

Environment  and  Economy 
The  Ontario  Round  Tabic  on 
Environment  and  Economy  was 
established  by  the  government  in 
response  to  the  1987  report  of  the 
National  Task  Force  on 
Environment  and  Economy  and 
the  World  Commission  on 
Environment  and  Development 
(the  Brundtland  Commission). 


The  Round  Table  is  composed  of 
senior  decision  makers 
representing  government, 
industry,  academia,  labor,  non- 
government organizati" 
agriculture  and  native  peoples.  Its 
mission  is  to  foster  and  promote 
sustainable  development  in 
Ontario   In  September  1992,  the 
Round  Table  released  its  report. 
"Restructuring  for  Sustainability," 
and  continues  to  work  on  the 
recommendations  outlined  in 
the  document.
